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COUNTY COMMITTEE MEETING 


May 23, 1944 


The members of the Investigating and Long Range Com- 
mittee met at the County Farm to carry out the provisions 
adopted by the delegation. | 

The buildings were inspected including the Hospital. Ev- 
erything about the Institution was found to be in excellent 
shape. 

The meeting was held in the Superintendent’s Office. Op- 
ened for discussion. Pickett of Keene was elected Chairman 
and Clerk. Mr. Sanborn spoke on the need of a freezer plant. 
Mr. Duffy of Keene moved that the Committee recommend the 
next Delegation consider the advisibility of securing a freezing 
plant. The motion was adopted. 

The Commissioners advised that the kitchen underpinning 
and back wall was in progress and when help situation is better 
the job will be done. 

The freeze of last week did no particular harm so Mr. San- 
born stated. The garden is well under way and 80 bushels of 
potatoes are breaking ground. 

The Commissioners told of the need of new trucks and as 
soon as machines are available they should be replaced. 

The Superintendent spoke about a heating system for the 
recently acquired Blood House and the Commissioners were 
instructed to use their own judgment, on the proposal. 

The Committee expressed their joy in their finding and the 
fine dinner served by the Superintendent and Mrs. Sanborn. 

The following members were present: 

Wilson of Gilsum, Blake of Swanzey, Billings of Westmore- 
land, Duffy of Keene and Pickett of Keene. 

The meeting adjourned to October.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County : 


In keeping with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, your Commissioners are presenting herewith their 
annual report for the year ending December 31, 1944. Included 
are the reports of the County Treasurer, Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk 
of Court, Superintendent of County Farm, Master of the House 
of Correction, Physician at the County Farm, and the State 
Auditors. 


Although Cheshire County shows a balance of $70,678.08 it 
is because conditions were such that we did not use the amounts 
of appropriations as asked for. The County Tax was lower than 
for many years and for the first time, the County did not have 
to borrow in anticipation of taxes. 


However the conditions of the heating plants at the County 
Farm and at the Court House are so bad that a replacement will 
be necessary at an estimated cost of $18,500.00. The water sys- 
tem at the Farm needs all new piping at an estimated cost of 
$1,500.00. The necessity of a freezer plant at the Farm has long 
been considered and with the consent of the County Delegation, 
should be installed. | 


The construction of the jail, as Federal investigation has 
shown, is not up to the standard and has not been satisfactory 
to the authorities for a long time. Whatever the remedy is, 
should be considered by the delegation. 


The County Farm and institution under the able manage- 
ment of Mr. and Mrs. Ned Sanborn, show a sizable increase in 
receipts and valuation notwithstanding the lack of prison help 
and the increase in wages paid. The number of private cases in 
Maplewood hospital has been larger than heretofore but there 
have not been as many inmates in the dormitories as in recent 
years. 
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Investigation is made on all cases reported to the Commis- 
sioners’ office. to determine whether aid is necessary or not. 
Settlement and financial status of parents is determined on all 
juveniles turned over by the Court. Sixty-three children have 
been boarded, clothed and given necessary medical aid by the 
County this year. The Visitor keeps in contact with parents so 
far as possible and $1,461.00 has been paid in this year toward 
the support of these children. It has been necessary to bring 
some fathers into Court for non-support in order to make them 
pay regularly toward support of their children. There have 
been 57 persons on County Old Age Assistance in 1944 and these 
cases are visited and indexed so that settlement, residence and 
living conditions are known to the Commissioners. 


The majority of the calls for relief are the result of illness 
or some emergency in the family. For instance in one large fam- 
ily, the oldest child had to be taken to the Dartmouth Eye Insti- 
tute at Hanover and later it was necessary to take him to the 
Massachusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary where he remained a few 
weeks. Later it was necessary for the Visitor accompanied by 
the stenographer, to drive to Boston again and return this pa- 
tient to his home. Another case which had to be handled was 
where the head of a large family was arrested and convicted. 
The family was taken care of at the County Farm and Hospital 
for some time and later, family and goods were moved to an- 
other County. 
| Complete, typed records of all cases are kept at the office 
and have been for several years and have proved to be very 
valuable not only to the Commissioners but to the Probation 
Department and many other agencies who come in contact with 
these families. In cooperation with the Red Cross, Selective 
Service, State Probation Department, State Institutions, 
Schools, Police and Sheriff’s departments, selectmen in the 
County as well as many outside who contact our office from time 
to time, the Visitor investigated cases and looked up records so 
that officials have all the information available. Reports and 
clerical work for the County Farm are largely handled in the 
County office as well as records of wages and taxes of employ- 
ees, the checking and payment of all bills and bookkeeping for 
County business. 
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The Commissioners express their appreciation at this pen 
to all County employees who have been responsible for a suc- _ 
“ip cessful year in County work and to all officials and individuals © 
who have se willingly cooperated with the Board of Commis-  < 
} sioners. . :

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 82, Section 27, 
of the Revised Laws, the biennial audit and examination of the 
accounts of Cheshire County has been made by the Division of 
Municipal Accounting of the State Tax Commission. The audit 
covered the fiscal years ending December 31, 1942, December 
31, 1948, and the period from January 1, 1944 to May 31, 1944. 
Submitted herewith is the report of this audit, including Ex- 
hibits and Schedules as hereafter listed. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the audit and examination were the accounts 
and. records of the Board of County Commissioners, County 
Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court and Superintendent of 
the County Farm. 


FINANCES 
Comparative Balance Sheets—1934 to 1943, inclusive: (Exhibit 

I) 

This statement, prepared from reports on file, indicates the 
financial condition of the County during each of the years from 
1934 to 1948, inclusive. Assets, Liabilities and Net Debt or Sur- 
plus are presented therein. It is interesting to note that the ten 
year period ended in 1943 with a Surplus of $54,822.08, as con- 
trasted to a Net Debt of $5,347.81, at the beginning in 19384. 
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Changes in Surplus—1941 to 1943: (Exhibits II and III) 


A net gain in Surplus of $15,793.87, was made during the 
year ended December 31, 1942. This resulted from a net budget 
surplus of $23,971.48, decrease in accounts payable of $1,573.72 
and increase in accounts receivable of $248.17, or a gross gain 
of $25,793.37; which was decreased by $10,000.00, on account of 
surplus cash of this amount from the previous year used to 
reduce the amount raised by County tax. 


In the year ended December 31, 1943, a further net gain of 
$11,521.06, was made in Surplus. A net budget surplus in this, 
year of $22,188.78, a decrease in accounts payable of $4,149.18 
and increase in accounts receivable of $183.10, totalled 
$26,521.06. This was decreased by $15,000.00, the amount of 
surplus cash from 1942 used to reduce the amount raised by 
County tax in 19438. 


County Tax Apportionment—1935 to 1944, inclusive: (Exhibit 

IV) 

The apportionment of County taxes for the years 1935 to 
1944, inclusive, is shown in Exhibit IV. The peak year was in 
1938, with a County tax of $153,000.00. In 1944, it had been 
reduced to $110,450.00. 


Comparative Statement of Receipts and Expenditures—1934 to 
1943, inclusive: (Exhibit V) 
Summaries of receipts and expenditures, classified in ac- 


cordance with the uniform classification of accounts, for the 
years 1934 to 1948, inclusive, are presented in Exhibit V. 


Revenues, Appropriations and Expenditures: (Schedules A-2, 

A-3, B-2 & B-3) 

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expendi- 
tures and Estimated and Actual Revenues, for the years 1942 
and 1948, are included in these schedules. 

In 1942, actual revenues exceeded estimated revenues by 
$3,359.04. This, together with a net unexpended balance of 
appropriations of $20,612.44, resulted in a net budget surplus of 
$23,971.48. Although a substantial overdraft of $11,982.36, 
appeared in the County Farm appropriation, this was more than 
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offset by an unexpended balance of $19,934.11, in the “Poor Off 
Farm” account. 

In 1948, an excess of actual over estimated revenue of 
$2,934.71, and a net unexpended balance of appropriations of 
$19,254.07, resulted in a net budget surplus of $22,188.78. 

In this year overdrafts were incurred in only three of the 
appropriations. These were as follows: 


Bill Farm & New Apartment, $1,468 99 
County Farm Survey, OL LOT 
Expenses—Sheriff’s Department, 712 61 


While an overdraft of $1,468.99 was actually incurred in 
the purchase of the Bill Farm, authorization of the transaction 
was voted by the County Legislative delegation on August 24, 
1948, subsequent to the passage of the regular budget for that 
vear and the assessment of the County tax. 

An additional appropriation of $500.00 for the completion 
of the County farm survey was included in the 1944 budget. 

The third overdraft, amounting to $712.61, occurred in the 
appropriation made for “Expenses of the Sheriff’s Department.” 
It was further noted that expenditures of this department for 
the first five months of the current year, 1944, amounted to 
$883.97, while the appropriation for the whole year was 
$1,300.00. If the expenditures of this department for the re- 
maining seven months of this year are on a comparable basis, 
an overdraft is again indicated. 


ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 
(Schedules A-1, B-1, C-1 and C-2) 


All orders issued by the County Commissioners and Clerk 
of the Superior Court during the period under review were 
examined and compared with corresponding entries in the 
Treasurer’s records and with supporting invoices and payrolls. 
The Treasurer’s cash. book balance as of May 31, 1944, was in 
agreement with the reconciled bank balance of like date. 


COUNTY FARM 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm were examined and audited. Receipts of the 
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Farm were checked by source through the triplicate receipt 
forms. All funds received were properly accounted for by the 
Superintendent through remittances made to the County 
Treasurer. 

At present there is no regular classification book being 
used for recording county farm receipts and expenditures. It is 
recommended that a form similar to those used in other coun- 
ties, and at the same time adapted to the requirements of 
Cheshire County, be procured and put in use as soon as possi- 
ble. 

Inasmuch as this record book would be kept in the office of 
the County Commissioners, the Superintendent should be pro- 
vided with a rubber stamp which would provide the following 
information :

Each invoice should be stamped by the Superintendent and 
after it has been approved by him and the proper classification 
noted thereon, it should be sent to the Commissioners for pay- 
ment and recording. 


Monthly totals of receipts and expenditures may be trans- 
ferred from the farm classification book to the book in which all 
County receipts and expenditures are recorded. Inasmuch as 
each order issued in payment of a county farm account will be 
entered separately in the county farm book by number, name of 
payee and amount, it will not be necessary to duplicate this in- 
formation in detail in the general account book of the County. 
This also apples to County farm receipts as each item should be 
entered in the County farm book indicating the name of the 
remitter and the source of the receipt. 


The petty cash fund of $200.00 at the County farm was 
audited and balanced. This fund is maintained for convenience 
in making minor purchases and paying small bills such as ex-— 
press, postage, etc. An effort should be made to confine its use 
to these purposes. While items such as employes salaries may be 
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paid from it in cases of necessity such payments should be 
made, insofar as possible, by regular County order. 


It is recommended that a record be kept of all gasoline 
used at the County farm for non-highway purposes and appli- 
cation for refund of the State tax paid thereon made to the 
State Treasurer, as provided by Chapter 120, Section 10, Re- 
vised Laws of 1942. Forms may be secured from the State 
Treasurer for this purpose. : 


CLERK OF COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the 
Superior Court were examined for the period covered by the 
audit of other County accounts. Invoices, expense accounts and 
payrolls supporting court orders were inspected. Receipts from 
fines, costs.and bail were checked from the court dockets and 
found to be properly recorded by the Clerk. Errors in addition 
of the Clerk of Court’s account for the September 1943 term 
resulted in an overpayment to the Clerk of $101.00. This will 
be adjusted in the settlement for the September 1944 term. 


Statements submitted by the sheriff and deputy sheriffs for 
reimbursement of expenses incurred or services performed 
should contain complete itemization and should be supported by 
receipts in cases where money has been paid out for “meals for 
jurors’, “ assistance”, ete. Dates of “court attendance” should 
be indicated. All mileage accounts should be itemized so as to 
show the date, place of departure, places visited and rate 
charged. This is particularly necessary inasmuch as the rate 
of mileage allowed a sheriff or deputies varies according to the 
number of prisoners he may be transporting. 


; GENERAL COMMENTS 
Competitive Bidding: 

In our last biennial audit report the matter of competitive 
bidding as required by Chapter 47, Section 8, Revised Laws of 
1942, was commented upon. In that report we stated, “There is . 
no question therefore as to the application of this law to all 
County purchases of equipment or materials exceeding fifty 
dollars in amount.” Also included was a statement from the 
Attorney-General from which we quote, “In cases where com- 
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petitive bidding cannot fulfill its purpose, it may be waived by 
unanimous vote of the County Commissioners duly recorded in 
their offices, together with a statement of the reasons therefor, 
which are open to public inspection at all reasonable hours.” 

In examining the purchases made during the period covered 
by this audit it was noted that in cases where bids had not been 
secured the provisions for waiving the bids had not been com- 
plied with. It is recognized that under conditions which exist at 
present, it is difficult to always secure bids on contemplated pur- 
chases. However, we believe that in cases where bids are not 
forthcoming or where bidding will not fulfill its purpose, waiv- 
ers should be recorded as required by law. 

It is suggested that bids and waivers be numbered in se- 
quence and filed in that manner. The bid or waiver number 
should be noted on the invoice covering the purchase for pur- 
poses of reference. ; 


County Officers’ Expense Accounts: 


During the course of the audits of the several counties the 
need for a standard form on which the Commissioners and other 
officers can report expenses incurred in the conduct of their 
office has become apparent. This Division is developing a form 
for this purpose and its use is recommended. A copy of this 
form will be forwarded as soon as it is completed. 


Purchases from Public Officials: 

We noted during the course of the audit an instance in 
_~which the County made a purchase from one of the duly elected 
officials. We quote from Chapter 48, Sections 1 and 2, of the 
Revised Laws of 1942, in this connection. 

“(1) Public Officials Barred from Certain Private Deal- 
ings. No person holding a public office, excepting 
only members of the general court, as such, for which 
remuneration in the form of wages, salary, or per 
diem is paid, in city, county, or state governmental 
service shall, by contract or otherwise, except by 
open competitive bidding, sell or buy goods, com- 
‘modities, or other personal property of a value in 
excess of twenty-five dollars at any one sale to or from 
the city, county, or state by which said official is paid. 
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(2) Penalty. Anyone violating the provisions of the fore- 
.going section shall be fined not more than five thou- 
sand dollars, and upon conviction there shall auto- 
matically be a vacancy in the office held by the person 
convicted, which shall be filled as otherwise provided 
by law.” 


Section 31 of Chapter 211, Laws of 1939, provides that: 
“Upon completion of each audit, as herein provided, a report 
thereof shall be made to the proper local officials and a copy of 
such report or a summary of its essential features shall be pub- 
lished in the next annual report of the county, city, town, 
school district, village district or precinct concerned.” 


In accordance with the provisions of this law, the text of 
this report should be printed in the next annual printed report 
in its entirety. The publication of Exhibits and Schedules is 
optional. 

We wish to express our appreciation and thanks to all 
county officials and employees for their assistance during the 
course of our audit.

To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners 
and Voters of Cheshire County : 


As High Sheriff of Cheshire County I am presenting here- 
with a brief summary of the work accomplished by the Sheriff’s — 
Department of your County Government from January Ist, 1944 
to December 31st, 1944 inclusive. 


Our work during the past year has doubled in capacity. 
During this period we have investigated 241 cases as compared 
to 114 investigations in 1943. Complaints.of major crimes are 
steadily increasing, therefore our expenses for investigations 
are slightly higher than for 1948. 
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Our recovery for 1944, which includes property and cash | 
recovered for complainants and the County, is very satisfactory.
